To 1953 Program 


Reveal Details Of Louisiana 
Purchase Stamp; Four Of Six 


Have National 


Importance 


Six additional commemorative stamps have been announced to the 
1953 program of the Post Office Department, and the details relative 
to the Louisiana Purchase stamp were revealed by Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield in a special, bulletin. Other than the bare an- 
nouncement of the events for which philatelic honors are planned no 
details were made known. Four will have validity as being events of 
importance nationally, two others because of the nature of their anni- 





versaries, will raise some doubts. 
These six added starters to the 
four already on the program are:— } 


Golden Anniversary of Aviation. 

Commodore Matthew Calbraith

The designs, the places of first- 
day sale, and the dates of release 
will be announced later. 

Postmascer General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced the des- 
cription of the 3-cent stamp being 
issued to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, which will be first placed 
on sale at St. Louis, Missouri, on 
April 30. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged hor- 
izontally with a double outline 
frame, printed by the rotary pro 
cess, electric-eye perforated and is- 
sued in sheets of 50. The color of 
the stamp will be announced later. 
The printing of 110,000,000 Louisi- 
ana Purcnase stamps has been 
authorized. 

The central design portrays the 
figures of Monroe to the left, Liv- 
ingston seated, and Marbois to the 
right, against a shaded _back- 
ground. In the upper left appears 
the wording “‘U. S. Postage’’. Di- 
rectly below, arranged in six lines, 
is the wording ‘Louisiana Pur- 
chase Sesquicentennial 1803-1953’’. 

In the upper right, arranged in 
two lines, is the wording ‘‘Three 
Cents’”’ and the numeral ‘3’, Just 
below, arranged in five lines, is 
the wording ‘“‘Signing the Louisi- 
ana Transfer Paris 1803’, and un- 
der this, arranged in four lines, is 
the wording ‘‘Monroe, Livingston 
and Marbois”’. 

All inscriptions are in dark Ar- 
chitectural Roman, with the excep- 
tion of the wording “Signing the 
Louisiana Transfer Paris 1803’ 
which is in dark Roman Italic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancellations of this stamp may 
send addressed envelopes to the 
Postmaster at St. Louis, Missouri, 
with money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
and the flap either sealed or turned 
in. The outside envelope to the Post- 
master should be endorsed ‘‘First 
Day Covers.”

Effective on or about April 1, air- 
mail service will be inaugurated 
over a portion of Segment 4 of 
route A. M. 88 from the terminal 
point Indianapolis, Ind., the inter- 
mediate foints Richmond, Ind., 
Dayton, Springfield, and Columbus, 
Ohio. 

Special cachets will be provided 
for those stop points listed above 
and the Air Mail Fields, Indiana- 
polis, Ind., and Columbus, Ohio. 
The usual treatment of philatelic 
mail will be authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at the above 
named offices, and to the District 
Superintendents, Postal Transpor- 
tation Service, District 7, Indiana- 
polis 6, Ind., and District 5, Co- 
lumbus 16, Ohio, for dispatch from 
the Air Mail Fields, Indianapolis 
and Columbus respectively, must 
be prepaid at the appropriate air 
mail postage rate.

All covers should be accompanied

reasons that enter the picture. 


Briefly these reasons are: 

1. Market prices are consistently 
high for issues of all periods. 

2. From time to time, certain 
sets are issued for all the colonies 
which prove very popular; these 
help to keep prices at a high level. 
3. Stamps become obsolete quite 
frequently due to changing postal 
rates. 

4. Specialists’ demands for shades 
perforations and watermark varie- 
ties are greater in the field of 
British Colonials, another factor 
serving to keep prices high. 

At this point, the advisability of 
collecting used British Colonials 
|should again be stressed. This is | 
particularly wise for the American | 
collector, for it means a better mar- 
ket for his stamps when he sells 
because relatively few used stamps 
are available here. 

The additional reasons mentioned 
above that contribute to the sound- 
ness of British Colonials as an in- 
vestment are interesting to consid-

It cata- 
logs at $3.50 — quite an appre- 
ciation over face value! 

Some readers may object to 
these examples as being unfair 
since a smaller colony is involved. 
Therefore, we’ll also-look at one of 
the dominions which uses large 
numbers of stamps. In 1949 Aus- 
tralia issued a two Pound value. 
This stamp is now generally avail- 
able on the retail market at about 
one Pound sterling. Though only 
three years old, it still commands | 
a price of almost half face value. 
Not many countries can hold the 
value of their stamps at such a 
level for used copies. 

One very pertinent reason for the 
high price levels of British Colonials 
is the lack of indiscriminate issues 
commemorating everything under 
the sun. British commemorative 
stamps are confined solely to im- 
portant events in the lives of the 
reigning monarchs, or historical 
events of the colonies. Therefore, 
commemoratives are rather infre- 
quent, and being infrequent, com- 
mand a good price. 

fr Another phase of the practica- 
bility of the British Postal Adminis- 
tration is that new issues are, gen- 
erally speaking, more a matter of 
necessity tian with most of the 
the other countries. Inland and 
overseas rates change now and then 
for many of the colonies, and to 
meet these new postal rates, new 
values are issued. When this hap- 
pens the older values become ob- 
solete, and therefore — especially 
when the older stamps have been 
in use only a short time — more 
valuable. 

These changes of rates seldom 
occur in other countries, principal- 
ly because the stamps are used in 
a more localized area. Again, we 
see that the wide expanse of the 
British Empire contributes to the 
desirability of collecting these 
stamps. 

Perhaps it may be just a person- 
al impression, but it seems to the 
writer that British Colonials offer 
much more of an investment oppor-

An outstanding example is a one 
Pound King George VI stamp from 
the Leeward Islands, issued within 
ithe past two or. three years. This 
particular variety is rare because 
the watermark is sideways on the 
stamp. When available, the stamp 
can be had for about three hundred 
dollars. 

It is not surprising, therefore, 
that a collector — particularly one 
who subscribes to a good new is- 
| sue service — has a chance to ac- 
‘quire valuable items at low cost 
{which need not take many years 
lto gain in value. 

Many instances and examples 
can be given to illustrate the sound- 
ness of British Colonials as an in- 
vestment, but these would be so 
numerous as to demand too much 
space in this article. However, for 
any interested person, his own in- 
vestigation into this matter can be- 
—_ a happy pastime — especial- 
|ly if he has been collecting British 
| Colonials and desires the satisfac- 
jtion of knowing he has made a 
| wise choice. For the beginner who 
| may be thinking of collecting these 
|stamps, the writer offers him the 
reassurance that he will be mak- 
ing no mistake.

GREAT BRITAIN. The four high 
values 286-289 will probably be- 
come obsolete before the end of 
the year. They should be bought 
while available at current prices. 

AUSTRALIA, With the release of 
the new 3% pence Elizabéth stamp, 
the old George VI stamp became 
obsolete. It is suggested that all re- 
cently issued stamps be obtained 
while the prices are low. The 8% 
pence Aborigine is now obsolete. 
Others that look good are the 6% 
pence brown, the 4% pence red and 
the current 1 penny. 

FIJI. Fyndem in Stamp Collect- 
ing (London) states that the 1950 
Fiji 1s6d is a stamp that should 
eventually be a good item. This 
stamp was issued to pay an in- 
creased air mail rate. This higher 
rate was almost at once increased 
again and the use of the Is6d 
stamp decreased. 

There will probably be no re- 
printing of this value before the 
Queen Elizabeth stamps appear. 

ROYAL TOUR. Queen Elizabeth 
and the Duke are planning a tour 
of many of the countries in the 
British Empire. It is expected that 
they will visit New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, Jamaica, Bermuda, Fiji, 
Ceylon etc. We may expect stamps 
commemorating this visit from all 
of the different countries. 

NEW ZEALAND. Stamp Collect- 
ing (Londor) reports that New Zea- 
land will issue 3 pence and 4 pence 
stamps in December when the 
Royal visitors are expected to be 
in New Zealand. 

ELIZABETH II. With the release 
by Gold Coast, Australia and Cay- 
man Islands, the Elizabeth stamps 
have started to appear. We can now 
expect many more of these stamps. 
This will probably continue for the 
rest of the year, some before, and 
many after the Coronation stamps. 

CORONATIONS. Additions to the 
list of Coronation stamps are Aus- 
tralia, three values, Union South 
Africa one 2 pence. It is also pre- 
sumed that the four Coronation 
stamps of Great Britain will be 
surcharged for Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Morocco, Muscat and Tangier. 

PALESTINE. The 1918 stamp 5m 
on 1 pi, cobalt blue No. 3A is priced 
by Scott at $12.50 and by Gibbons 
at 80 shillings or $11.20. A mint 
block of four sold at a recent auc- 
tion sale in London for 14 Pounds 
or $39.20.

“Tourist” series. The latest on 
this elusive issue is that vignettes 
have already been selected to de- 
pict Capri, Cortina, Gardone, Ra- 
pallo, Siena and Taormina. For- 
mat is reported as “special de- 
livery size” and it is being claim- 
ed that the stamps will be bi- 
colored,

Mrs. Linn and I have just returned from a month’s trip to Florida, 
to be specific, to a little community called Howey-in-the- hills. In- 
ecidentally I wonder if there is any other four word hyphenated 
name tied to any other city in the United States. Cancels from this

Howey is just off route 27 below Lees- 
burg, about 178 miles south of the Georgia 
line. We went down there to supervise

= want to speak about now is about this 
j country we call the U.S.A. and about 
stamp collectors and stamp dealers in 
gener 

Where else in the world do the people 
of a country have the freedom that we 
- enjoy here in America. We can travel 
: for thousands of miles in our own country, 
we are not bothered by police secret or 
otherwise, unless we carelessly exceed the 
speed limit as we did in going through 
Georgia. The roads were so long and 
straight and lovely that unless one was

careful he found himself traveling at an excessive rate of speed and 


in this instance one of the patrolmen of Georgia found us too. We 
were stopped by a os looking big man who pointed out our 
error, talked to us pleasantly for several minutes and then with a 
parting word of caution let us go on our way. I can assure you that 
this one lesson was enough that I watched the speedometer on the 
rest of the way going down as well as on the way coming back. But 
just think of it, here was a trip of just over 1000 miles each way. We 
never had to report to police or custom authorities, we met people 
all the way going and coming who talked and thought the same way 
we do. Why travel in Europe or elsewhere when there is so much 
of beauty and interest to see in these United States? 

Although we have been to Florida several times we have not yet 
seen the beauty spots and the splendid attractions the state has to 
offer. Our first trips were as most others have done, down the coney 
island east coast to Miami to get into the glare and glitter of vacation 
life and along the bathing beaches, but this is not the beautiful part 
of Florida. The beauty spots are down through central Florida where 
the homey little towns are located, nestling among the hills and 
lakes that cover Florida for a distance of over 200 miles right down 
through the center of the state. 

We were not there on vacation, but on business and we were 
busy all of the time. Regardless of this the Orlando Morning 
Sentinel sent a camera man and news writer to Howey to visit us 
and on the morning of February 18, they printed a half page feature 
story about us and our home in Howey. Two large illustrations 
were included and as a result we got many letters from stamp 
collectors in Florida. We even had requests to appear before local 
stamp clubs in various communities in central Florida. 

However, we were busy, had no time for any visiting and had 
to refuse all such invitations with a promise to make such meetings 


later 

Last fall when we were in Florida we had contact with Donald 
Iiowe a dealer of Hopkinton, Mass. who wanted information on 
central Florida. Now we learn that Mr. Howe has moved to Lake- 
l:nd which is about 50 miles south of Howey and has set up his 
business there. While we' were in Howey we heard from Blake 
Battles of Wooster, Blake is visiting in Florida and made the trip 
south through Howey. Blake has this to say about Howey. “We 
will go back through central Florida and will probably see Howey 
again as it really appeals to us if we should ever decide to buy a 
place in Florida.” 

Florida has already provided a home for a large number of 
stamp men who have moved down from the North. We could name 
a lot of them but will not go farther than to refer to Douglass 
Sweetser at Ft. Lauderdale and Edson Fifield at Pompano Beach, 
two of the latest to set up shop in Florida. It is a big state and 
there are stamp men all over the place and roads are excellent 
for visiting. 

This fall in August the S.P.A, will hold its convention in Tampa 
and the boys there are already at work. The location has been 
selected and circulars are now out offering booth space at the bourse. 
I really do not believe that any state in the Union has a more active 
stamp collector group than is found in Florida. 

Just home from our trip finds me with a number of letters that 
were of necessity laid aside for my attention. I hope that I can 
have all of them attended to before you read this belated explanation. 

While away, the entire staff at the office carried on in a splendid 
manner and the paper has appeared in perfect form each week. 
have had copies from friends in the south each week and really 
enjoyed looking it over from a distance. You know, I sort of got 
the same feeling that a lot of you readers express in your letters 
to me, it is just the best weekly stamp paper in the country and that 
is not merely ‘my own opinion, but is backed up by the opinion 
Spee of our readers every year, in letters that come to our 
office. 

Curiously enough, although I was on the Committee that se- 
lected the design for the new Ohio stamp I never saw a copy of it 
till yesterday, March 10. I merely mention this to show how one 
can get clean out of touch with stamps at times. It is a rather at- 
tractive and unusal stamp-and I feel rather pleased with it. 

I tried to keep in teuch with stamps while away and now note 
that the new British Coronation issue has been upped to 62 instead 
of 61 varieties by the addition of the Ceylon stamp. Of course when 
the other Dominions get in their oar the number will get bigger, but 
the main thing is that this set is going to be the beginning of the 
Elizabethan era of British stamps and you want to get started at 
the beginning so get your order in early. 

By next week I hope to be rested up a bit more. Always the 
hardest thing about a vacation is the need for rest after it is over.

There should be some happiness 
in philatelic circles in Dayton, 
Ohio. The Post Office Depart- 
ment has agreed to issue a com- 
memorative for the 50th anniver- 
sary of aviation with a first day 
of issue at both Dayton and Kitty 
Hawk, .N. C. 

Just the bare announcement 
of the stamp was given, nothing 
about a design, which I hope will 
be entrusted to qualified artists, 
color or denomination. 

A possibility exists that the 
commem will appear during the 
National Air Races in Dayton this 
summer. At that time there will 
be people in the city from all over 
the country, including executives 
of the aviation companies, famous 
men of aviation and ultra-brass 
of the Air Force. 

Where could you get a better 
setting for the issuance of a stamp 
than that? 

Of interest is the fact that the 
POD has consented to two dif- 
ferent first day cities. I hope this 
is an indication of a more amen- 
able attitude to good sense in De- 
partmental circles, which in time 
will include a more selective ap- 
proach to events to be commemo- 
rated, stamp designs and colors. 

Carl Soendlin, Dayton Philatel- 
ie Society secr@tary should be 
celebrating on the announcement 
of the Aviation stamp. Carl has 
been working hard to get this 
stamp issued. He has almost 
single-handedly carried the load. 

He has kept up a steady bar- 
rage to civic and state officials 
and leaders, carried the battle to 
the legislative halls in Washing- 
ton, and as a last resort when 
things looked the darkest, he 
pleaded with the aviation com- 
panies of the United States to 
lend their support and pressure 
to the issuance of an Aviation 
stamp 

My ‘hat off to Carl—and sin- 
cere congratulations,

A few evenings ago, I visited 
with Carl Soendlin at his home 
in Dayton. He introduced me to 
one of his ideas there which 
makes a wonderful program for a 
stamp club which can get equip- 
ment to present it. 

Carl has made a “live” pre- 
sentation of “Music On Stamps”, 
and believe me should be about 
the most enjoyable 55 minutes 
any program chairman can plan 
for his club. 

To begin with, he has prepared 
album pages on which are mount- 
ed, one composer to the page, a 
stamp or stamps picturing an out- 
standing musical genius. Included 
are such memorables as Schubert, 
Sibelius, Sousa, Herbert, Beetho- 
ven and Chopin. A biographical 
sketch, which names some of the 
outstanding compositions among 
other things, is given on each 
page. 

These pages can then be hand- 
led individually, or they can be 
placed in one of the large opaque 
projectors and shown enlarged 
upon a screen. 

On a tape, Carl has recorded 
one of the best know compositions 
of each composer. Following a 
short introductory comment about 
the musician there is a playing 
of the music, at the end of which 
the next musician is introduced. 

The music is superlative it 
being played by some of the 
country’s best symphonic and 
other orchestras, and individuals. 
I believe the national average 
of persons who like good music 
is about 80%. When tied in with 
stamps for a stamp club it should 
be considerably higher, 

The tape and the album pages 
have already been out on “road 
tests” to several stamp clubs to

Experienced philatelists will 
tell you that collecting intelli- 
gently and on an organized basis 
is just not possible without a 
catalog. Many have been with- 
out such a reference book because 
of the cost which for the 1953 
Scott’s is four dollars for each 
volume separately, seven com- 
bined, and the Specialized three- 
fifty. 

There should be no excuse 
whatsoever why any collector 
should not now have a U. S. Cata- 
log with the Scott Dollar so rea- 
sonable. It, like any good catalog, 
answers a lot of questions the 
answers to which make for a bet- 





ter collector and collection. 

Stamp dealers, or Scott Publi- 
cations, Inc., 580 Fifth Ave., New 
York 36, N. Y. have them.

She grew in an atmosphere of 
simple, hardworking, religious, 
people. This young lass was 


happy, good, and pious with a 
seriousness beyond her age, never 
disobedient even when her bro- 
thers prompted her to be. 





October 4, 1896 she was con- 
firmed at the hands of the Bishop 
of Senigallia. Shortly after her 
family moved to Colle Gianturco. 
Maria spent the next three years 
of her life in this town where the 
reputation of the inhabitants was 
as bad as the soil was barren. 
Then came the move to Ferriere 
di Conca, the Mazzoleni estate in 
the Pontine marshlands. The vil- 
lage is about seven miles or less 
from the town of Nettuno, a 
watering place two miles from 
Anzio, whose beaches. brought 
grief to many American homes 
in World War II. 
The Gorettis, who moved here 
through necessity, entered into a 
contract with Giovanni Serenelli 
and his son Alessandro. The con- 
tract constituted a company living 
under the same roof and sharing 
the profits as well as the work. 
The Serenellis were an unplea- 
sant pair. The father was a hard, 
cynical drunkard whg did not 
mind cheating the Goretti family 
out of all he could. The son fol- 
lowed closely in his father’s foot- 
steps. 
It was here in Conca that Maria 
lost her father. He was stricken 
with a combination of malaria, 
meningitis and typhoid and in his 
worried and overworked condi- 
tion could not fight it. In his last 
minutes of life he begged his wife 
to return to Corinaldo and bring 
the family to a more favorable en- 
vironment. 
A change was not easy. There 
were six children to provide for 
and Maria’s mother decided to 
stay. She carried the burden of 
her late husband’s work as well 
as her own but when the books 
were balanced she found herself 
with a debt of fifteen lire. 
The children often went hun- 
gry while the elder Serenelli’s 
pockets were lined. Alessandro 
was growing brutal and vicious. 
He had as a hobby, with his fa- 
ther’s help and encouragement, 
the collecting of coarse pictures 
from questionable newspapers. He 
used these to decorate his room. 
It was under these conditions 


The Vatican Memorializes 
Maria Goretti Sainthood 


William Wonnebercer, Jr. 


February 12, 1953, a set of two stamps was placed on sale to pay 
tribute to Saint Maria Goretti, Martyr of Purity and one of the 
youngest saints of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Maria was born of poor parents—Luigi Goretti and Assunta 


a citizen of this world in the middle of the night of October 16, 1890, 
and baptized the following day, Maria Teresa Goretti. 

The first six years of her life were spent on the Gorettis’ “hand- 
kerchief size” farm where only the doctor and the lawyer did not 


near Ancona, Italy. She became 
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that nine year old Maria, cheer- 


fully, and with great care, started 
to perform some of the duties in 
the house to relieve her over- 
worked mother, 

In the next two years Maria 
was subject to much abuse and 
unkind remarks from the Serenel- 
lis. Then in January of 1902, 
Alessandro started to form his 
collection of pictures and tried to 
use Maria to satisfy his emotion- 
ally unbalanced mind. He made 
suggestions to her he later ad- 
mitted she knew nothing about. 
But she understood soon enough. 
Each time he made advances he 
received the same answer, swift 
and final, “It is a sin. God does 
not want it. How could he even 
think of it.” 

She bore all of the worry and 
fears secretly as she did not want 
to cause further dissension be- 
tween the families. This con- 
tinued until July 5 a period of 
seven months. Then, on that 
fateful day, Alessandro left his 
work in the fields and entered 
the house, 

He went straight to his room, 
passing Maria without a word. 
After a moment he called to her, 
but she ignored his cries and went 
on with her sewing. In a furious 
rage Alessandro leaped upon her 
and dragged her into the kitchen, 
kicking the door shut behind him, 

In the ten minutes that fol- 
lowed, frail little Maria mustered 
incredible strength to defend her- 
self. Her resistance maddened 
him, he lifted a cagger and 





threatened to strike, she only re- 
peated her cries, “It is a sin. God 
does not want it. How could he 
even think of it.” 

Alessandro struck her a number | 
of times with the dagger while 
her cries for help went unheard 
behind the closed massive wooden | 
door. When Maria fell uncon- 
scious, he started to his room. 

She used every remaining 
ounce of strength to drag herself 
to the door and opened it to cry 
for help. Terrified, Alessandro 
rushed back and struck her six 
more times plunging the dagger 
clean through her body. 

The cries of the awakened baby 
Teresa brought the boy’s father 
who was asleep on the porch. The 
father shouted wildly to threshers 
who came running. They carried 
the badly mangled and mutilated 
body to her bed and the surgeons 
in Nettuno were summoned, 

On their arrival they found 
there was nothing they could do 
and they called the ambulance 
from the Nettuno hospital, Maria 
suffered on the rocky and rutted 
road to the hospital in untold 
pain. At the hospital they did 
what they could. Because of her 
condition they could not adminis- 
ter an anesthetic. 





The two endless hours of sur- 


gery plus the pain of fourteen 
wounds, most of them in the in- 
testines,. nine very deep, was 
enough to cause death. The val- 
iant Maria held on. It was nearly 
nine o’clock when she was taken 
from the operating room to her 
bed where she repeatedly told of 
her forgiveness of Alessandro’s 
acts, 

Maria hung on to a failing pain- 
ful life until three-thirty the fol- 
lowing day when she closed her 
eyes for the last time. 

The recognition of Maria’s mar- 
tyrdom was decreed on May 21, 
1945 and permitted solemn beati- 
fication on April 27, 1947. It was 
during the Holy Year Jubilee of 
1950 that Maria Teresa Goretti 
was given the supreme honors of 
being raised to the Sainthood of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

Maria’s mother was present on 
that memorable June 25, 1950 to 
witness the canonization of her 
daughter who died to preserve her 
virginity. This was the first time 
in over four hundred years that 
the mother was present at the 
canonization of her child, 

Because of the great demand for 
tickets to the rites, Pope Pius XII 
set the proclamation for Saturday, 
June 24. The canonization mass 
was held the following morning 
attended by 35,000 people includ- 
ing 75 American bishops.

of yellow fever. He was buried at Huigra, a town directly east of 
Guayaquil and at the foot of the famed zigzag section by which the 
road climbs to the Andean plateau on which is located Quito, the capi- 
tal. The building of the so-called zigzag was said to have been quite 
an engineering problem at the time for Quito is at an elevation of 
nearly two miles higher than Guayaquil. To be exact, it is 9500 feet 
above sea-level, and there are 5280 feet in a mile. : 

The Guayaquilians and Quitoans got their railroad. But when it 
was finished the part that John A. Harman had in its inception and 
construction seems to have been.forgotten by them. That was evident 
when the set of seven postage stamps was ordered to commemorate 
the opening of the road to traffic in 1908. For his claim then to the 
honor of having his likeness on one of the values was disregarded, but 
the portrait of Archer was selected as the subject of the 20 centavos 
denomination. 

The five portrait stamps of the set are triangular and printed in 
two colors. A block of four would also be triangular with the center 
stamp inverted. The set was produced by Waterlow & Sons, London. 
Imperforate color essays of the set exist, although rather scarce. They 
are overprinted with real small type in black with the name of the 
firm and the word, ‘‘Specimen,’’ below it. 

If you wish other philatelic railroadiana to dress up the page with 
the set, it is probably possible to obtain liquor stamps with the name 
of the railway. For I have a special type of 3c beer stamp of the Quito 
—Esmeraldas Railway. It is of the class of the U. S. match and medi- 
cine stamps in that the government receives the 3c tax, and the rail- 
way the profit on the sale of the beer and whatever publicity the use of 
a private revenue stamp carries, for paying the cost of the engraving 


and printing.

Between 1948 and 1952 there were 
but few general changes in sheet 
prices from one-issue to the next, 
and looking back at old bulletins 
dated about one year apart it is 
difficult to detect any great move- 
ment in either direction. ees 

Having gone through a period of 
relative inactivity, one can get a 
good perspective today simply by 
referring to our bulletin dated 
March 27, 1952. It does not take 
long to see exactly what issues 
have turned in a good performance 
during the past twelve months, and 
it also is no problem to pick out 
the issues that have remained at 
a stand-still. 

Beginning with Bicents, in March 
1952 they were bid $160, and None 
quoted under Ask column. Today 
there are up to $180, still None 
available, and it does not seem un- 
reasonable to expect Bicents to 
reach $200 Bid in the near future. 
These sets just can not be located 
in quantity, and even the few that 
are available from time to time 
leave much to be desired in the 
way of condition. 

Next stand-out issue is the Perf 
Parks set, Bid $46 one year ago, 
and None offered. Today they have 
bounced up to $60 Bid, with some 
available at a $70 Ask. 

Even more astounding is the per- 
formance of the complete Farley 
set of 20 sheets. Quoted at only 
$460 Bid in 1952, they have pro- 
gressed nearly $100, currently be- 
ing listed at $555 Bid and $600 Ask, 
A $600 Bid is a near-certainty with- 
in the next few months, particu- 
larly since the few sets offered at 
this figure are about sold out as we 
go to press. 

Paralleling the complete Farleys, 
the Scott 771 only rated a $88 Bid 
in March, and in less than one 
year has nearly doubled in value.

Byrd Panes were Bid $9.00 per 
10 last March (None offered at the 
time), and recently have been trad- 
ing in quantity at the $1.80-$2.00 
level. : 

Even more fantastic is the 1c 
Parks, which could be bought at 
$4.00 per 10 Ask in spring 1952. It 
is still impossible to buy any in 
quantity today, even in the face 
of current $8.00 per 10 Bid. 

Yes, March 1952 seems a long 
way back, and if you take the 
trouble to spot check a number 
of other issues you will see that 
many other items are slowly mov- 
ing forward. If you bought ANY 
of the specific issues we have men- 
tioned at the going ASK of March 
1952 you would have no trouble 
finding buyers at today’s advanced 
levels. 

There are still many issues that 
are quoted at modest levels, how- 
ever, particularly the 10c Famous 
(Bell excepted). Even in 1952, Bell 
was Bid $80, and available at $100 
Ask, so this is one instance where 
an issue did its appreciating in 
earlier years. 

Keep an eye on the other six 10c 
FA’s. They are still cheap com- 
pared with their 1946 highs.
